v. Prime Minister Peres's chances of 
| marshalling a majority within the 
inner cabinet over the Taba dispute 
with Egypt dimmed yesterday. 

The Likud ministers not only 
totally rejected Peres’s suggestion of 
going to international arbitration 
with Egypt to decide the ownership 
of the tiny strip of land south of 
Eilat, they also tend to reject a 
technical compromise, devised as an 
interim phase, whereby Israel and 
Egypt would first define the ’’para- 
meters” of the Taba dispute, and 
leave the choice between procedures 
of arbitration or conciliation till la- 
ter. 

The deadlock between the Alignment 
and the Likud became clear after 
two closed meetings yesterday; one 
of the inner cabinet, at which the five 
Alignment ministers, are offset by 
fiive Likud ministers; and a second of 
the Ukud ministers forum, which 
usually meets weekly to hammer out 
unified policy. 

The Likud ministers agreed that 
the only way to settle the Taba 
dispute acceptable to them is by 
conciliation, a procedure laid down 
in the peace treaty with Egypt, but 
l which Egypt has already dismissed 
with respect to the Taba dispute. 


The Likud ministers said that any 
interim phase, whereby parameters 
would be defined before the 
derision-making procedure, would 
constitute an erosion of the principle 
of conciliation and a strengthening 
of the principle of arbitration. 

When the Likud ministers forum 
convened following the inner 
cabinet, Vice-Premier Shamir said 
that his officials had suggested the 
interim phase of prior definitions, 
and said that he personally would go 
along with that suggestion only if it 
did not tip the scales in favour of 
arbitration and against conciliation. 

Finance Minister Mod a’ i, who had 
advocated the "interim phase" sugges- 
tion at the inner cabinet, said he had 
asked Defence Minister Rabin there 
if a precedent existed for the para- 
meter of a dispute to be defined 
between the parties during a con- 
ciliation process. 

Moda’i said Rabin told him be had 
heard of at least one precedent. 

However, Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon and Minister without Port- 
folio Moshe Arens said that since 
conciliation by its very nature leaves 
all matters open to amiable arrange- 
ment, it does not normally require a 
definition of the parameters of a

It now estimates an 
inflation rate of 23 to’25 per cent, 
due to the large price reductions 
offered by retailers recently. 

The government expects that it 
will soon be able to bring down the 
pace of price hikes to no more than 2 
to 3 per cent per month* 



Moda’i asks teachers to delay pay hikes

Representatives of the Secondary 
School Teachers Association and the 
Histadrut Teachers Union at press 
time last night were considering a 
request from Finance Minister Mod- 
a’i that they suspend their demands 
for salary increments until next 
April. 

The two unions have been press- 
ing for implementation of the 
Etrioni Commission recommenda- 
^ tions for upgrading teachexs’ pay. 

On Tuesday, the Histadrut 
Teachers Union indicated its willing- 
ness to postpone pay rises in ex- 
change for the reinstatement of te- 
nured teachers who were befog dis- 
missed. 


Last night, as the two teachers 
unions adjourned for deliberations 
in separate sections of the Finance 
Ministry, Moda’i and Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon met in 
Modai’s office while they waited for 
the teachers to reach a decision. 

In Haifa, the teachers union de- 
clared a labour dispute with the town 
ball yesterday and threatened nor to 
report to work when the school year 
opens. 

They are protesting the closing of 
three more pre-kindergartens by the 
city and the dismissal of IS kinder- 
garten teachers. The city had refused 
to rescind the closure because of 
financial difficulties, and parents 
were directed to private institutions. 
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airport to give customs officials the 
necessary tax information. .This 
would make written permission from 
tax authorities unnecessary. 

“Someone who has money to

TOKYO. - Japan Airlines Flight 123 
died in a white mist, shaking and 
pitching, as the 524 people on board 
braced for the plunge into a remote 
mountain range in central Japan, 
according to one of four known 
survivors from the world's worst 
single aircraft disaster. 

“The aircraft began to descend at 
an acute angle, as if it were falling 
headlong," recounted JAL stewar- ‘ 
dess Yumi Ochiai. 

Before the plunging descent 
Ochiai, 26. who was sitting in the 
rear, said there was “a bang" above 
her head, a white mist of condensa- 
tion filled the cabin and the cabin 
crew told passengers to put on life 
vests and brace for a crash. 

“Before long I felt two or three 
severe jolts,” she said in an account 
of the airliner’s last urinates relayed 
by ah airline spokesman. 

“Seats, cushions and other objects 
around me flew in the air. I could not 
move under the pressure of the seat 
and my stomach ached as if it were 
tom apart.” 

The airliner left Tokyo's Haneda 
Airport at about 6 p.m* on Monday 
on a one-hour hop to Osaka, 500 
kilometres away. 

About an hour later the plane, off 
course, apparently lost and out of 
control, plunged into Mount Osuta- 


ka. 100 kilometres north-west of 
Tokyo. 

Ochiai and the other three survi- 
vors were reported by hospital offi- 
cials to be in a “stable condition." 

Rescue workers yesterday 
brought down at least 1 36 bodies to a 
temporary morgue in a mountain 
village where sobbing relatives were 
led to coffins by police to identify the 
dead. Altogether, about 300 bodies 
have so far been recovered. 

Searchers, numbering about 
4.000. also found the flight and cock- 
pit voice recorders on the mountain, 
as well as a rear door which pilot 
Masami Takahama reported v as 
causing problems shortly before :he 
crash. 

Possibly a more significant find 
were three fragment from *he 
doomed plane, inducing a part of 
the tail fin which the plane's maker 
said was as important as a wing. 
They were recovered from the sea 
200 kilometres from the crash site. 

Officials believe an analysis of the 
fragments may reveal why the pilot 
lost control of the airliner. 

The crash was a severe blow to 
Japan’s proud flag carrier, which is 
partly government owned. JAL 
President Yasumoto Takago told

30-31 degree temperatures 
were only about two degrees wanner 
than usual, but the high humidity 
increased discomfort. In Jerusalem, 
it was 36 degrees, and 3S degrees on 
the Golan Heights. 

The most humid spot in the coun- 
try yesterday was Ashdod which re- 
corded 89 percent humidity at noon. 


Government computers to be taught to share data

The government's 1,000 or so 
Computer terminals will soon be 
fused into one big family and prog- 
rammed to “talk” to each other, 
screen-to-screen, ■ Science and De- 
velopment Minister Gideon Patt 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

■ Patt, who heads the Ministerial 
Committee on Science and Technol- 
ogy, this week formally accepted the 
report of a committee of experts 
whose main recommendation is the 
integration of all databases main- 
tained by the various government 
ministries into a single network. 

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
immediately hailed the plan and sug- 
gested that milli ons of Shekels could 
be saved by his ministry alone by 
reducing duplication of treatment, 


X-rays and drug apportionment 
through integration of the compute- 
rized patient records of all hospitals 
and clinics. 

Dr. Boaz Lazinger - head of the 
computer, software and high tech- 
nology branch of the National Coun- 
cil for Research and Development - 
told The Post that government 
ministries alone - excluding the de- 
fence establishment - use 1 ,400 em- 
ployees exclusively devoted to “in- 
formatics”. 

Between the government minis- 
tries and the local authorities, appro- 
ximately $41 million a year are spent 
on data processing, hardware and 
software procurement and other 
computer-related activities. 

According to Lazinger, the data- 
bases developed by various minis- 
tries often overlap, and integrating 


them into a network would greatly 
enhance their usefulness. 

For example, data on huge por- 
tions of the population are entered 
into computers belonging to the 
National Insurance Institute, the In- 
come Tax Department, Kupat 
Holim and the Transport Ministry's 
licensing division. When a discre- 
pancy is suspected in checking a 
person’^ -identity, a computer 
“sweep” of these databases, com- 
bined with a routine check of the 
Population Registry’s database, 
could dear up problems in a matter 
of seconds. 

Lazinger, who is a lawyer, insists 
that integrating the ministries' data- 
bases into a network would not 
violate the Privacy Protection Law 
“because only authorized persons 
will obtain access to the network 


and. besides, the Justice Ministry 
has a special official, the Registrar of 
Databases, whose main job is to 
watch out for computer snoopers.” 

But Lazinger admitted that "there 
definitely are people who are very 
careful that their names and addres- 
ses appear correctly in the National 
Insurance records, so that their allo- 
wance cheques do not get lost, but 
are very happy that the "income Tax 
Department’s computer still has 
their old address, where they are 
currently unknown." 

Besides integrating the databases, 
some of the government s computer 
terminals will also serve the public as 
on-line providers of information. 
Thus, a home buyer or seller will be 
able to get a printout of his property 
title as it appears in the Land Reg-

Chief Infantry and Paratroop 
Officer Tat-Aiuf (Brig.-Gen.) 
Yitzhak Mordechai is to be 
brought before an IDF disciplin- 
ary court on two charges of vio- 
lent behaviour for his part in the 
events leading to the deaths in 
custody of two terrorists cap- 
tured after a hijacked bus was 
stormed in the Gaza Strip last 
year, an IDF spokesman 
announced yesterday. 

Meanwhile, there were calls 
yesterday by right-wing politicians 
for Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir to be sacked for recommend- 
ing prosecuting Mordechai. 

Sources dose to Zamir were quoted 
last night as saying he has no inten- 
tion of resigning and that the politi- 
cians who had criticized him did not 
know the facts of the Mordechai 
case. 

Zamir told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that he felt vindicated by the 
fact that IDFs Judge Advocate 
General had found that the charges 
were sufficiently weighty to bring 
Mordechai to trial. 

A commission set up by the 
attorney-general had found that 
Mordechai might be guilty of "caus- 
ing grievious bodily harm under ihe 
penal code and of unbecoming con- 
duct under the military justice law." 
The findings were released on Tues- 
day, 

Hebrew University military law 
expert Dr. Mordechai Kremnitzer 
described as lenient the army’s deci- 
sion to bring Mordechai before a 
disciplinary court on charges of vio- 
lent behaviour rather than on the

more serious charge of v ausinc gne- 
vious bodily harm. .i> specified hi 
the commission. 

Kremnitzer told The Jenifer: 
Post that while the IDF had not 
rejected the commission’ 1 * findings ii 
had not fully endorsed them. 

Zamir explained, however, that 
he is not empowered to tender re- 
commendations ro the military au- 
thorities. and that he had vimpiy 
transferred the commission’s 
findings to the IDF. It wav fully 
within the judge advocate generals 
authority to decide to try Mordech.ii 
before a disciplinary court, said 
Zamir. 

He felt vindicated, he said, be- 
cause prior to the IDF decision to 
order Mordechai to stand trial, the 
general tone had been that the office 
er had done no wrong and should not 
be bothered with judicial proceed- 
ings. 

The commission had also found 
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Yitzhak Zamir 

evidence of similar violent offences 
iOmmil.'eJ by five members of the 
General Security Services, three 
policemen and three other soldiers. 

Zamir said that the alleged off- 
ences of the GSS men and the police- 
men came under his purview and 
that they would be brought before a 
disciplinary court. The three other 
soldiers would be dealt with bv the 
IDF. 

Mordechai will be tried by a single 
officer of the rank of alut (major- 
general 1 The maximum punishment 
the disciplinary court can impose is 
35 days in jail. The lightest sentence 
is a warning not to repeat the off- 
ence. 

In a letter yesterday to Prime 
Minister Peres. Minister without 
Portfolio Yosef Shapira (Mnrashu) 
said that Zamir had "besmirched the 
image of the government” and 
should be sacked.

Twelve killed in Beirut blast 


BEIRUT (API. - A car packed with 
an estimated 200 kilos of nail- 
studded TNT and petrol exploded in 
a huge fireball outside a Christian 
apartment block in East Beirut 
yesterday, killing 12 people and 
wounding 120, police said. 

Police sources reported after a 
forensic examination of what was 
left of the car that it had been fitted 
with extra petrol tanks, w hich were 
full, to rum it into a huge firebomb. 

Officials said three children were 
killed when the bomb in a grey 
Mercedes wrecked the eight-storey 


building. Police said a 9-month-old 
baby girl was dug out of the rubble 
alive by rescuers who clawed 
through debris with their bare hands 
in a hunt for survivors. 

August Bakhos, a Christian mem- 
ber of Lebanon's parliament, de- 
clared as he visited- the devastation: 
“We’re living in a jungle filled with 
wild animals. None of us knows 
when his turn will come." 

The bombing came as Christian 
and Moslem militias battled across

At the time of the original 
epidemic of dysentery, health spe- 
cialists foresaw the possiblity of 
hepatitis and large-scale inocula- 
tions were carried out to prevent it.

Pensioners can reinvest bank shares from today

From today until October 1, pen- 
sioners holding bank shares closed 
for two years will be able to inform 
their banks whether they wanr to 
cash or reinvest their shares. 

If share holders do not tell the 
banks, their shares automatically 
will be closed for two more years. 

Pensioners cashing their shares 
will receive payment on October 31 
at the October 6, 1983 value of the 
shares linked to the representative 
exchange rate and yielding 6 percent 
interest. 

The Treasury will offer pensioners 
cashing their shares a choice of three 


types ofpon-tradable bonds, which 
it hopes will absorb back most of the 
$700 million due bank share holders. 

The first type of bonds, shiloah. 
will give their holders a monthly 
income linked to the dollar for five 
years with each payment equalling 2 
per cem of the original investment. 
The bonds will expire after five 
years, but they can be cashed at the 
end of each year beforehand, with 
the balance paid linked to the dollar. 

Shiloah bonds will yield some 7.7 
per cent interest. Thus if someone 
invests the equivalent of 55.000. he 
will receive a monthly income of 
$100 for five years tax-free: 

The second type of bonds, kidran. 


will give holders a monthly income 
linked to the Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) and equalling 1.85 per Sent of 
the original investment. Thus, a 
monthly linked income worth 
IS 140.000 at tod tv's prices will be 
paid on an investment of IS7.5 mil- 
lion. 

Again, the bonds will expire after 
five years and no further payment 
made. Holders will be able to cash 
them at the end of each year starring 
with the second year. Hie balance 
will be linked to the index. 

The third type of bond. dan. will 
offer dollar linkage for five years. At 
the end of the first year, and from 
then on everv six months, holders 


will be able to redeem their bonds 
with payment linked to the dollar. 

Persons holding the bonds for the 
entire five years will get an interest 
rate 1 per cent higher than the in- 
terest rate paid in other dollar-linked 
saving schemes, with a minimum 
rate of 7 per cent. Hie diem braids can 
also be linked to the CPI eaxning3 
per cent interest. 

Persons holding these bonds for 
more than one year but less than 5 
years will automatically get dollar 
linkage. 

The Treasury announced yester- 
day that there axe some 100.000 
pensioners holding closed bank 
shares.

Greenpeace

- A man 
and a woman accused of sinking the 
Greenpeace protest ship Rainbow 
Warrior and murdering a crew mem- 
ber appeared in court yesterday 
under heavy guard and were again 
ordered to be remanded in custody. 

The couple, named in court docu- 
ments as Sophie-Frederique Claire 
Turenge and Alain Jacques 
Turenge, stood impassive and silent 
in the dock as tbe judge remanded 
them until August 22. He set 
November 4 for a preliminary hear- 
ing of prosecution evidence which is 
expected to last six weeks. 

They are charged with planting 
the explosives which sank the Rain- 
bow Warrior on July 10 and murder- 
ing Greenpeace photographer Fer- 
nando Pereira, a Dutch national who 
was on board. 

The ship was to have led a protest 
fleet to the French nuclear test site at 
Mururoa Atoll near Tahiti.

NEE offers to collect health-fund dues

The cabinet is to discuss a propos- 
al for a health-insurance law based 
on the collection of health-fund pre- 
miums by the National Insurance 
Institute, a move expected to in- 
crease revenue by 50 million annual- 
ly- 

The proposed bill was formulated 
by Nil Director-General Nissim 
Baruch and submitted to the cabinet 
secretary this week by Social Affairs 
Minister Mosbe Katsav. Its main 
feature, collection of premiums by 
the Nil, promises to make the 
health-fund collection system more 
efficient by eliminating duplicate 
workers and subjecting all payments 
to the scrutiny of the Nil. Computer 
system. f 


“If people pay their health funds 
through the Nil. we have much more 
information and thus can make tbe 
premiums truly progressive." 
Baruch told The Jerusalem Post. 
“There are about 1.000 clerks in the 
Histadruts Kupat Holim Clalit and 
the other health funds working on 
collections." he added. “We don’t 
need a single additional clerk to do 
this.” 

Baruch pointed out that the Nil 
already collects the mas makbil, the 
so-cal'ed “parallel tax” paid to 
health funds by employers and the 
self-employed. By concentrating tbe 
re maining payments of the coutry’s 
workers, the NU would be able to 
assure the health funds a steady 
source of income, which it estimates 
would grow by $50m. a ye'xr. 


Nazareth says thousands volunteer for work 


NAZARETH. - Some 10.000 
volunteers from Israel and abroad 
are taking part in the 10th annual 
work camp sponsored by the Rakah- 
dominated municipal council which 
opened yesterday. 

According to city hall, Jewish and 
Arab volunteers from Israel and the 
“conquered territories." and 12 de- 
legations from Europe and the U.S. 
are working on some 90 develop- 
ment projects which the national 
government has not funded, includ- 
ing road building, laying water pipes 


and renovating schools. 

The four-day camp is in response 
to what the city council calls govern- 
ment "discrimination and financial 
strangulation of Nazareth and the 
whole Arab population of Israel.” 
Most of the participants are Arab 
residents of surrounding villages. 

Four representatives were to have 
come from Cyprus and a delegation 
was scheduled to arrive from Bulgar- 
ia, but both groups failed to receive 
permission.

Ex-SS man jailed for complicity in murder 


DUESSELDORF (Reuter). - A 
West German court sentenced a for- 
mer Nazi concentration camp guard 
yesterday to five years in prison on 
charges of aiding and abetting tbe 
murder of Jews. 

Heinz-Guenther Wisner, 68, was 
found guilty of complicity in the 
murder of a Jew given a fatal injec- 
tion of poison at the Riga- 
Kaiserwald camp in Latvia in 1944 
and of taking part in the selection of 


Jewish prisoners who were later kil- 
led. 

Wisner, a former SS sergeant, was 
sentenced to six years in jail for the 
same crimes in 1983 but the verdict 
was quashed on an appeal and a new 
trial ordered by the appeal court.

Likud Knesset faction leader 
Haim Kaufman called for a high- 
level. all-party commission to assess 
Zamir's performance as attorney- 
general. 

But Israel TV last night reported 
that Zamir has no intention of res- 
igning and no doubt that Mordechai 
should stand trial. 

Quoting a source close to Zamir, 
newscaster. Ya'acov Acbimeir said 
that for 7-amir the finding of an 
army commission that Mordechai 
might have pistol-whipped tbe cap- 
tured hijackers meant that be may be 
guilty of breaking tbe law. 

This could be serious, Zamir was 
said to think, because Mordechai 
must set an example. 

Zamir Was also reported to believe 
that neither politicians nor the pri- 
vate citizens who are criticizing him 
have tixe right to do so. since they do 
not know the full findings of the, 
commission. - 
There are also roles in the fight 
against terrorists. Zamir was said to 
believe. If Israel wants the enemy to 
observe rules, it must do so itself. 

The TV report concluded by 
saying that Zamir is worried abour 
the fact that if this case had come to 
light 15 years ago. many Israelis 
would have voiced concern over the 
“purity of arms” in the IDF, bat 
today few are doing so. 

The IDF spokesman yesterday 
issued a statement saying that the 
attorney-general had not expressed 
an opinion on what legal steps the 
IDF should take, since this was in the 
realm of militaiy justice. Accord- 
ing to die spokesman, the IDFs 
Judge -Advocate General Tat-Aluf 
Benzion Farhi had dedded not to 
order Mordechai . to face a court 
martial because the inquiry commis- 
sion had found that the officer was 
not responsible for the deaths of the 
two terrorists. 

The statement went on to say that 
Mordechai’s alleged violent be- 
haviour occurred amid an urgent 
interrogation of the terrorists follow- 
ing the storming of the bus and 
rescue of the hostages and before an 
explosive device on the bus bad been 
neutralized. 

The advocate general also stated 
that the case dealt not with ordinary 
criminal offences but special military 
drormstaoces. In addition the in- 
quiry commission had found that 
other “elements” had participated in 
the action against the two terrorists, 
and Farhi was of the opinion that it | 
would be unjust to blame only one 
person. 

Fahri declared that by ordering 
the chief infantry and paratroop 
officer to face trial the IDF is assert- 
ing that it cannot ignore illegal vio- 
lence against anyone - even a terror- 
ist. 

The terrorists were among four 
who had hijacked Egged bus No. 300 
on the way to Ashkelon in April last 
year. Their two fellow hijackers 
were killed when security forces, led 
by Mordechai, stormed the bus near 
Deir al-Balah in the Gaza strip. An 
Israeli woman soldier, who was a 
passenger in the bus, was also killed. 

Thousands in the North yesterday 
reportedly phoned foe action com- 
mittee set up to campaign on Mor- 
deebai's behalf. The committee is 
made up of regional council heads 
from the Galilee. 

Many of foe callers offered tbe 
committee financial assistance, sug- 
gesting the committee place adver- 
tisements in newspapers supporting 
Mordechai. 

Mordechai asked foe committee 
to stop campaigning on his behalf 
yesterday morning, Kol Yisrael re- 
ported. 

Mordechai and the other army 
and security men who may have 
caused the death of tjie two terrorists 
should not be brought to trial. 
Sephardi Chief Rabbi Mordechai 
Eliahu said yesterday. 

He was speaking in Jerusalem at a 
Justice Ministry symposium on 
Maimonides. Eliahu explained that 
according to Jewish law, someone 
who is engaged in a rescue mission 
and commits an offence need not be 
tried.

Maimonides quoted on forcing divorce 


A solution to the problem of a 
woman whose husband refuses to 
give her a halachic divorce was prop- 
osed by- Maimonides some 800 years 
ago, an American law professor told 
the international conference on the 
great Jewish philosopher, physician 
and rabbi this week. 

Rabbi David Bleich of New 
York’s Cardozo Law School said 
Maimonides held that grooms could 
sign a document in addition to the 
traditional marriage contract that 
would provide monetary guarantees 
or a property mortgage to his wife if 
he later refused to grant her a di- 
vorce. 


Such a document .would be legally 
binding. Bleich said, and would be 
applied after the husband disobeys 
foe direction of a rabbinic court that # 
he grant a divorce. 9 

The problem is especially acute In 
foe Diaspora, where husbands may 
arrange civil divorces but not reli- 
gious ones. Under halacha (Jewish 
law), a woman cannot remarry with- 
out receiving a religious divorce. 

The conference, which started 
August 7 at the Hebrew University's 
Mount Scopus campus, is being held 
to mark 850 years since the birth of 
Maimonides and is being sponsored 
by Unesco and the Justice Ministry.

Edward Teller does not like the 
designation “Father of the H- 
Bomb” that the news media and 
other sloganeers conferred on him a 
long time ago. 

But Prof. Teller is proud of the 
role he has played in the develop- 
ment of nuclear energy in the free 
world, and he is richly endowed with 
the quality of irony that is said to 
characterize people born and edu- 
cated in Hungary and pre-Hitler 
Berlin. So he lives with the un- 
wanted title by putting it in its place: 
“Let me put it this way: I never got a 
Father's Day card from the H- 
Bomb, and I think that that rela- 
tionship is not as close, and not of the 
same nature, as my relations with my 
children.” 

Teller, 77, is here - “Oh. it must 
be about my 20th visit: I have lost 
count," - to deliver the keynote 
lecture in a seminar today on the 
U.S. Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI). He is perhaps also the father, 
or at least a main midwife, of “Star 
Wars,'* as the SDI was dubbed right 
at the outset in the American news 
media, and he has urged Israel to 
accept the U.S. invitation to partici- 
pate in the project. 

Teller, scientific consultant to the 
Hoover Institution in Stanford. Cali- 
fornia. and professor at large at the

Summer camp is a far cry from their lives in institution

When the children were asked 
what they would like to do at camp, 
Uzi said all he wants to do is eat and 
Shoshana said she wanted to laugh. 

“That tells you something about 
the sad lives these kids live all year 
round,” Tamar Lewin. Chariman of 
Wizo's Family and Community Wel- 
fare Department, said. “These are 
children who live in institutions. 
Even if they have parents, the pa- 
rents don't fonction in their parental 
roles and in some cases are kept 
away from the children by court 
orders.” 

Until Wizo stepped in, these insti- 
tutionalized children remained in • 
their institutional homes all summer, 
even for the two weeks or so when 
the institution was officially closed 
for staff holidays and repair work. 
“Then some of our members in the 
north got the idea that we should run 
a 10-day camp for children like those 
in a Wizo facility we have in Safad. 
This »s the third* year we’re doing it 
and the kids love it. They not only 


paid staff but also to provide the 
motherly touch. 

“It is a touch tempered by training 
and supervision.” Lewin said. “We 
say they are volunteers until they 
take on a project; then they are 
workers without pay. That is more 
than a semantic difference.” 

The therapeutic child centres are 
for elementary school children, but 
the department is also concerned 
about teenage girls who did not 
enjoy this kind of intervention when 
they were younger. 

“We bring some of them in off the 
streets, but we also have exactly the 
opposite - girls who are virtually 
slaves in their own homes, doing 
their mothers* housework instead of 
going to school,” Lewin said. When 
truant officers bring such girls to 
Wizo’s attention, a volunteer visits 
the home, wins the confidence of the 
family and finally convinces them to 
let her accompany their daughter to 
a Wizo group. 

“Sometimes even after they come 
to the group for a year, the volunteer 
still has to fetch them from home if 


Hashomer and Beersheba recruit- 
ment offices, but Lewin hopes it w ill 
soon be extended to the north of the 
country despite budgetary prob- 
lems. 

In addition to these new activities, 
all of which have been instituted 
within the last three or four years, 
the department helps many families 
and individuals in “routine" ways 
such as volunteer tutors in day care 
centres and schools, volunteers who 
visit homes to help mothers with 
budgeting child care, manning the 


housework and rearing children 
more successfully, and a variety of 
other services such as camps for 
mothers of large families. 

"Sometimes a volunteer will say 
that the mother is a losr cause, but 
that she continues to work with the 
family because there is one child who 
has potential. Trying to improve the 
status of these mothers, and to help 
their children, is our best hope of 
breaking the cycle of dependency." 
Lewin concluded.

To Teller, then, the aim of IASPS. 
to improve the language of dis- 
course. "seems higfily reasonable. A 
lor of science concerns itself with an 
attempt to talk precisely, to talk 
understandably, and even the com- 
mon man in the U.S, understands 
that it is better to call a spade a 
spade.” 

In the case of the Strategic De- 
fence Initiative, dear talk - and. of 
course, the prerequisite clear think- 
ing- "means that one should erapha- 
aze tbe possibility that defence may 
ndt be completely independent of 
attack, but this should not be a cause 
for saying that by working for de- 
fence one strengthens the attack. By 
working on defence one primarily 
discourages attack. And it is much 
better to deter war by demonstrating 
that attack will not succeed than by 
the threat to retaliate. *' 

Accordingly. Teller prefers to call 
the American project Strategic De- 
fence Response." 

Accordingly, too, says Teller. “I 
considered it improper that the atom 
bomb was dropped (on Hiroshima 
40 years ago) prior to demonstra- 
tion." 

On the other hand. Teller says, - “I 
personally feel no guilt'' in this con- 
nection. 

He said: 'T am not a western 
liberal. I used to be a liberal in 
Hungary, when that word carried 
very different implications. For inst- 
ance. in my youth a liberal was 
supposed to listen to other people's 
opinions, whereas modern liberals 
rarely do so. As one who is not a 
modern radical liberal, I also lack 
one of their further attributes: I do 
not feel any personal guilt in connec- 
tion with the atom bomb. 

“I believe that to develop an atom 
bomb was unavoidable and neces- 
sary. That it was developed in a 
democracy rather than in a dicta- 
torship was a real blessing. And had 
we not developed it - if you imagine 
the Nazis developing it, which they 
didn't: if you imagine the Soviets 
developing it first, which they didn't 
- the consequences would have been 
fetal in a very precise sense of the 
word.”

Hafetz started building 10 synago- 
gues and ritual baths in the city's new. 
neighbourhoods, but due to a dis- 
pute over his work, the council told 
him to stop building and brought in 
another contractor.' They then 
argued about how much the 
skeletons of the buildings were 
worth. Although, according to the 
last coalition agreement, the Reli- 
gious Affairs Ministry is solely re- 
sponsible for funding religious ser- 
vices in Jerusalem, the municipality, 
the Jerusalem Foundation and the 
Interior Ministry found the money to 
complete the construction on all the 
religious structures. 

Rabbi Yitzhak Ralbag. who be- 


came chairman of the religious coun- 
cil after the dispute broke out with 
the contractor, told The Jerusalem 
Post that he had no money for sa!ar r 
ies. fuel for heating water in ritual 
baths and operating the slaughter 
houses. Thus services will begin to 
close as of today: 

He sent telegrams to Religious 
Affairs Minister Yosef Burg. In- 
terior Minister Yitzhak Peretz and 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek. but 
says he got no response. 

When he finally reached Burg by 
phone, the minister told him: ■ 
“There'll be a lot of noise about rhis. 
That will get everyone to sit down 
together and find a solution.” *‘But- 
, "continued Ralbag. “there is so far 
no solution." 

Religious Affairs Director- 
General Moshe Solomon claimed 
the municipality must share the cost 
along with the Religious- Affairs 
Ministry, since the city - prior to the 
coalition agreement - was responsi- 
ble for partial funding of religious 
services. - 

City spokesman Rafi Da vara 
stated' categorically yesterday that it 
was the sole responsibility of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry to ensure 
that "religious services are provided, 
and that the ministry must make up 
the loss to remove the lien. “What 
the Religious AffiairsMinistiy is re- 
quired to do. it likes to allocate to 
others, but what it is not responsible 
for. it insists that it be allowed to 
control,” Davara said.

Druggists sue Maccabi Health Fund 


TEL AVIV (Itim), - The Israel 
Pharmacists Union yesterday initi- 
ated a IS 150 million suit against the 
Maccabi Health Fund, claiming the 
fund had violated a signed agree- 
ment between the two parties and a 
court decision, and had caused dam- 
age to pharmacies. A defence brief 
in the case filed with the District Tel 
Aviv Court, has yet to be filed. 

The legal wrangle follows years of 
cooperation between the fund and 
pharmacists in providing medication 
to Maccabi members. Discounts on 
medicines were given to fund mem- 
bers in return for members buying 
medications only from private drug 
stores. 

The dispute began several months^ 
ago when the druggists union 
claimed Maccabi was supplying cer- 
tain medicines to its members. In 
response, the association ordered its 
drug stores to hike prices to Maccabi 
members. The health fund coun- 
tered with a suit requesting a res- 
training order against price rises dur- 
ing a price freeze. Finally, ah agree- 
ment .was reached between the two 
sides in which the court held pre- 
vious contracts between the two par- 
ties valid until September 30. 1985 - 
the end of the c jrrent price freeze. 

The present suit claims Maccabi 


violated that agreement. The drug- 
gists claim that Maccabi has been

Pretoria: Mixed signals 
on eve of Botha speech 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
South Africa said yesterday, amid 
fresfa outbursts of umest, that apart- 
heid reform had to come from 
evolution and not sudden change , as 
confusion grew over a speech today 
by President P.W. Botha expected 
to focus on wavs to defuse black 


anger. 

State-controlled Radio South 
Africa, in a commentary that reflects 
government thinking, said of re- 
form: “It is an evolutionary process, 
its gains are cumulative. TTiey are 
not achieved by suddenly producing 
blueprints.” 

The commentary was the second 
in two days dampening speculation 
about Botha's speech in Durban, 
which the U-S. State Department 
has said it is optimistic it will diart a 
course away from racial violence and 
towards more black political rights. 

Rioting, in which over 600 people 
Have died in the past IS months, 
claimed another two lives overnight. 

A policeman defending bis home 
. in the troubled Eastern Cape killed 
one black and another was found 
dead, apparently stabbed, near Dur- 
ban, police said. A bomb rocked the 
Witwacersrand University in Johan- 


Caught in the middle 


DURBAN (Reuter). - White holi- 
daymakers surfed, swam and sailed 
here while the city's black and Indian 
townships erupted in rioting and 
racial conflict this month, highlight- 
ing the divided nature of a society 
based on apartheid- 

A short distance inland from the 
beaches where whites frolicked in 
the waves, crowds of blacks pillaged . 
and burned the homes and shops of 
their Indian neighbour, clashing re- 
peatedly with police, armed Indian 
vigilantes and with other blacks. 

At least 70 people died and hun- 
dreds were injured. The anarchy 
appears to have been exacerbated by 
hostility between conservative Zulus 
loyal to Chief Gatsha Bnthelezi and 
members of the two-year-old multi- 
racial United Democratic Front 

(udf). 

The UDFs prominence as the 
main internal group opposing the 
white minority government has chal- 
lenged Buthelezi's power base in 
Durban's poor black townships. 
There have been frequent and 
bloody fights between the UDF and 
Buthelezi's Inkatha group. 

Both Indians and blacks say the 


latest Durban riots, among the most 
ferocious since nationwide rioting in 
black townships began a year and 
half ago, were sparked by the assas- 
sination on August 1 of black 
human-rights lawyer and local UDF 
leader Victoria Mxenge. 

On August 6, in Kwamashu black 
township north of Durban, a protest- 
ing UDF supporter was shot dead by 
police and several shops were 
looted. 

The next day, as Indians fled from 
their homes in neighbouring Inanda 
amid increasing unrest, the UDF 
said a memorial service for Mxenge 
in Umlazi was broken up by police 
firing teargas and by armed Inkatha 
members. 

The UDF said several people were 
killed and the situation rapidly de- 
generated into chaos, 

"Why are we always the victims?" 
asked Mariemuthoo Kuppasamy, a 
33-year-old Indian clerk who lives in 
Inanda. 

"Why didn't the white man take 
immediate action when this started? 
Because we are the middle-group, 
we Indians are being used By the 
whites and the blacks... 


First effective treatment 
for liver cancer unveiled 


BALTIMORE,. Maryland (AP); - 
Researchers at Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital say thay have developed a treat- 
ment for liver cancer which one 
srientijfr/calls the first effective 
means of dealing with advanced 
stages of the usually fatal disease. 

Dr. Stanley Order, chief of radia- 
tion oncology at Hopkins, said the 
treatment, which involves radioac- 
tive isotopes, shrank the tumours in 
almost half of 104 patients treated 
for primary liver cancer. The pa- 
tients, at Hopkins and at the Uni- 
versity of California, bad tumours 
which were too large to be removed 
with surgery. 

Order said that in what he called 
"a strange phenomenon," most of 
the successfully treated tumours 
have reached a plateau, neither 
shrinking nor growing, while seven 
patients have been rid of all traces of 
the disease. Two patients were re- 


ported to be free ofiiver cancer after 
more than a year, onfe‘ of theft} after 
3V4 years. 

The researcher said that while 
even better results should be vigor- 
ously pursued, he felt no qualms 
about asserting that "we have the 
first effective treatment of liver.can- 
cer.” 

Among those treated in the study 
was a 28-year-old patient who had a 
tumour weighing more than 2.3 kilos 
1 j which was reduced to less than 450 
grams so it could be surgically re- 
moved, Order said. 

I Order talked about his findings at 
'a news conference Tuesday in 
i Washington. 

In addition to its effectiveness, the 
treatment has no side effects, 
according to Order. Patients do not 
' experience hair loss, nausea and 
other side effects which accompany 
other cancer treatments, he said.

Amid intense international in- 
terest in the Botha speech, the gov- 
ernment has been giving out confus- 
ing signals about its significance. 

Black Affaire Minister Gerrit Vil- 
joen, who on Monday said reform 
would leave intact cornerstones of 
apartheid such as racially segregated 
living areas. Tuesday night warned 
whites to prepare for drastic change 
and an end to domination. 

The main group fighting apartheid 
internally, the two-million-strong 
United Democratic Front (UDF), 
has said only universal suffrage and 
an end to the control of the move- 
ment of blacks can lead to a peaceful 
resolution of the crisis. 

Radio South Africa’s external ser- 
vice warned yesterday that Botha 
would not announce one man, one 
vote in a unitary state. “Expecta- 
tions about President Botha's speech 
- must be realistic,” it added. 

The government accuses the UDF 
of fomenting the unrest and says it is 
a front for the exiled African Nation- 
al Congress guerrilla group that is 
trying to overthrow white minority 
rule by force. The UDF denies using 
violence.

Ugandan rebels fail to show 
for talks with government 


KAMPALA (AP). - Officials of the 
new military government expressed 
disappointment yesterday that guer- 
rilla leaders failed to show up for 
peace talks, but said they remained 
willing to talk. 

• Reports persisted that guerrillas 
of the National Resistance Army 
were making major advances, and 
there was a short- Uved panic in Kam- 
pala when rumours spread that re- 
bels were in the capital. 

But three government leaders, 
speaking at a news conference, de- 
nied that the guerrillas had captured 
towns in far western Uganda or 
taken Masaka, 128 kilometres south- 
west of Kampala. They said guerril- 
las had arranged informal cease-fires 
with some army units and in some 
cases had moved into army barracks, 
but they insisted no towns were 
under rebel control. 

Addressing the news conference 
were Foreign Minister Olara O tun- 
no, Internal Affaire Minister Paul 
Semogerere and Brig. Gen. Zeddy 
Maruru, a member of the military 1 
council which took power in a coup 
July 27 that toppled president Milton 


Obote. 

While the conference was taking 
place, rumours flared that guerillas 
were moving into Kampala. 
Thousands of residents began clos- 
ing shops and preparing to leave the 
city, but the panic subsided when 
word spread that the presumed guer- 
rillas were policemen conducting a 
sweep against unlicensed pedlars. 

Otunnu said the government re- 
mained willing to "negotiate with 
Yoweri Museveni, leader of the- 
National Resistance Army, despite 
his failure to meet Ugandan bead of 
state Tito Okello and other officials 
who flew to Dar es Salaam. Tanza- 
nia, on Tuesday. 

“We were deeply disappointed 
that in spite of taking an unusually 
high-level team to Dar es Salaam, 
the NRA people did not show up." 
Otunnu said. “However, the door 
Temains open." 

The guerrillas issued a statement 
yesterday in Nairobi saying Tanza- 
nia bad denied clearance for a char- 
tered flight that would have brought 
Museveni to Dar es Salaam. Otunnu 
said the flight was given clearance.

The U.S. lists 2,464 military per- 
sonnel and civilians as missing in 
southeast Asia, 1,375 of them in 
Vietnam. Vietnam has repatriated 
the remains of 99 MIA since 1973.

British rail wants to extend the use 
of new driver-only trains on selected 
freight and passenger routes. At pre- 
sent, most British trains run with a 
driver and a guard. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - John Wil- 
lard Marriot, the son of a poor Utah . 
sheep rancher who parlayed a small 
root beer stand into one of the 
world's most prominent hotel 
chains, is dead at age 84. 

The hotel tycoon, whose 
Washington-based company grew to 
include chains of restaurants, and 
airline and institutional feeding ser- 
vices, died on Tuesday. Cause of 
death was not known. Marriott had 
not been ill recently. 

Marriott, also a prominent leader 
in the Mormon church and an active 
Republican, was still 1 serving as 
chairman of the board of Marriott 
Corp., although he turned over the 
active management in 1972 to his 
son.

Second Carbide plant leaks gas in U.S. 


CHARLESTON, West Virginia 
(Reuter) . - A second Union Carbide 
plant leaked a nauseous gas on Tues- 
day night affecting nearby residents 
just two days after a leak of toxic 
aldicarb oxime from a aster plant 
injured 135 people. 

The new leak, which safety offi- 
cials said was non-toxic, occurred at 
Carbide's South Charleston facility 
32 kilometres from the Institute 
plant responsible for Sunday's more 
serious incident. 


It came only hours after company 
officials had announced the suspen- 
sion of production of aldicarb at 
Institute. 


Tuesday night's leak produced 
similar symptons as the aldicarb gas 
causing nausea, difficulty in brea- 
thing, and burning sensations in eyes 
and throats to residents of the area. 

As on Sunday, residents were 
advised to stay in their homes, close 
their windows and rum off aircondi- 


tioners and fens until the gas dis- 
appeared. 

A Union Carbide spokesman said: 
“The cause (of the leak) is not yet 
known but there is no reason for 
alarm. A gas cloud was released 
from the facility to South Charles- 
ton. It is a gaseous form of brake 
fluid. It is not a dangerous gas." 

Safety officials also said they had 
reports that a number of farm anim- 
als had been affected by the leak. 


MANILA. - Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos has easily sur- 
vived an attempt to impeach him by 
opposition members of Parliament 
who angrily dismissed the proceed- 
ings as a farce.

Parents, she said, often complain

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Sanko failure highlights shipping recession 


LONDON ( Reuter). -The failure of 
Japan's Sanko Steamship Company, 
the world's biggest tanker operator, 
is sending shockwaves through an 
international shipping industry 
already in deep recesion. 

For years the industry has wres- 
tled with the fundamental problem 
of too many ships chasing too few 
cargoes. 

Sanko reacted to the crisis of over- 
capacity with a strategy that baffled 
and outraged its compteitors - it 


embarked on a massive shipbuilding 
programme, placing orders for 125 
ships to modernize its fleet. 

The strategy backfired. When the 
company applied to a Japanese court 
on- Tuesday for protection from its 
creditors, it became the largest busi- 
ness failure in Japanese history. 

Banking sources in Tokyo said 
Sanko had debts of 520 trillion ven 
(S2.1 billion).

Saudi oil production down from June 


NICOSIA f Reuter). - Saudi Ara- 
bia 1 ': production of crude oil has 
fallen to 2.2 million barrels per day 
(BPD) so far this month, forcing the 
kingdom to dig deep into its financial 
reserves, the Middle East Economic 
Survey (MEES) said yesterday. 

In Julv. Saudi Arabia produced 
2.6 million BPD. a 350.1100 BPD 
increase from June, as the Saudis 
increased their stocks by filling tank- 
ers chartered for floating storage, 
the Nicosia-based newsletter quoted 
Saudi sources as saying. 


The kingdom's readily-available 
or liquid financial reserves are esti- 
mated at between 70 and 80 billion 
dollars. 

Saudi Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani was quoted last month as 
forecasting that the kingdom’s crude 
oil output would rise to its OPEC 
quota of 4.35 million BPD, and that 
sales would pick up by the end of 
August ahead of winter in the north- 
ern hemisphere. 


ates. told Reuters: "I think we re all 
just taking a deep gulp to see what 
will happen with Sanko. 

■■This is the biggest disaster in 
shipbrokers* lifetimes. The ramifica- 
tions of it are enormous. *’ 

Of most immediate concern to the 
industry is what Sanko will do with 
.its fleet of 244 ships, including S9 
tankers, which represents about 4% 
of the world's shipping tonnage - 
Seymour said: "I think in the first 
instance we're going to see the 
Sanko fleet totally immobilized." 

Selling the ships to other owners is 
not an attractive option. According 
to an industry official in Hongkong: 
“Second hand values of ships have 
been coming down like a waterfall. 
We may soon reach a point where 
10-year-old ships will not have a 
premium over scrap rates.'* 

Another London analyst. David 
Price of Drewry Shipping Consul- 
tants. said: “Everybody is speculat- 
ing like mad as to what is eoins to 
happen." 


He said the scale of the problem, 
with so many ships made idle.' was 
unprecedented in the history of the 
industry. 

Sanko's move to seek protection 
from its creditors i$ the most spec- 
tacular in a series of shipping fai- 
lures. which have included Salem of 
Sweden and Reardon Smith of Bri- 
tain. 

But this latest corporate collapse 
shifts the spotlight from Europe to 
Japan. According to Price: “It's 
going to hurt the reputation of the | 
Japanese shipping industrv in sener- \ 
al." 

In Europe, some in the shipping 
business are reacting with glee to . 
Sanko's misfortunes 

One British shipping analyst.who 
asked not to be named, said: “A lot 
of people, nor only in Britain, will be 
delighted to see what is happening." 

Japan, the world's biggest ship- 
builder. and South Korea have long 
been criticized by their competitors 
for allowing the world shipping fleet 
to expand during a period of crisis.

VIENNA. (Reuter). - The opposi- 
rion People's Part} - said on Tuesday 
that some of the strict new’wine rules 
proposed by the Austrian govern- 
ment would put an unreasonable 
burden on producers.

AFL-CIO wants Congress 
to act on trade crisis 


Merchant fleet earned 
8.3% of export revenue 

HAIFA. - The Israel merchant 
fleet's net revenue for the WS4-S5 
fiscal year totalled SS35 million, 
which was S_?°o of Israel's total 
export revenue, the shipping re- 
search institute reported yesterday. 
The fleet's revenue the previous year 
was S793 million. 

The institute noted that the fleet 
numbers 88 freighters with a total 
deadweight of just over 5 million 
tons. Thirty-seven are under the 
Israel flag and ownership, while 51 
sail under foreign flags. 

The ships have a total complement 
of 1.560 seaman. 14,2% of whom are 
foreigners. The latter filled 17.5% of 
the officers* berths and 12.3% of 
those of the ratings. 


PITTSBURGH (AP). - America's 
major tride-union organization is 
asking Congress to pass trade restric- 
tions to protect American jobs in the 
face of a trade imbalance affecting a 
growing number of regions and in- 
dustries. 

Lane Kirkland, president of the 
AFL-CIO. said Tuesday that im- 
ports have hurt the lumber industry 
in the northwest, form equipment 
manufacturers in Illinois, oil refiner- 
ies in Oklahoma, and steelmakers 
across the country. 

“The AFL-CIO does not seek an 
end to trade or a wall around the 
U.S.." Kirkland said. “We seek a 
government policy that acts to halt

Carmel cablecar may wait till spring

be built in Haifa in many years, is

The $2.5 million project, linking 
the Carmelite monastery at' Stella 
, Maris with the sea promenade at Bat 

Galim 120 metres below, was sche- 
duled to open this month. The delay 
will cause considerable losses in 
capital costs and income. 

. . Local officials give two reasons for 

the delay. The City Hall spokesman 
told The Post that the opening has 
been postponed pending the settle- 
ment of the Sabbath operation issue, 
■ while the general manager of the 
Haifa Economic Corporation. 
. Ji Hanan Nitzan. ascribes the delay to 
- " - “ technical reasons. 

.. The new project has angered the 

religious parties, who strenuously 
oppose its operation on Saturdays 


and Jewish holidays (days that would 
be ihe biggest money makers), 
claiming that it would violate the 
city’s status quo on religious matters. 

The dispute has gone all the way 
up to the prime minister, who has 
asked the mayor not to operate the 
gondola-shaped cars on Saturdays. 

Mayor Arye Gur-El replied that 
the government would then have to 
cover the city’s losses from the Satur- 
day suspension. He denied to The 
Post that the Industry and Trade 
Ministry had informed him, when he 
first broached the scheme, that per- 
mission would be subject ro its not 
running on the Sabbath. 

“The first I heard of the alleged 
condition was when I read it in a 
paper recently.” he said. 

Nitzan, whose corporation, a city 
subsidiary, is building the cableway, 
told The Post that if it is not com- 
pleted by the middle of September, 
as is likely, the cars will not start 
operating until next February.

The study predicted that in the 
first year of operation 270.000 tick- 
ets would be sold, over half of them 
to foreign tourists and the rest to 
Israeli visitors, including some 
40,000 Haifa residents. 

Ticket sales were expected to rise 
to 400,000 within a few years.

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Beyond Taba 


ON the face of it , the cabinet's discussions of the Taba issue and 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State Richard Murphy’s arrival in 
the region are a coincidence of timing. For Mr. Murphy’s visit is 
designed to further the prospects of eventual negotiations 
involving Israel, Jordan and the Palestinians, while Taba is a 
separate matter, specifically linked to the relations between 
Israel and Egypt and the peace agreement. 

Yet even if the two events are not synchronized in any form, 
and even if official spokesmen refrain manfully from connect- 
ing the two issues, in the real political world, whether of 
domestic Israeli politics, or our external policies, the relation is 
substantial indeed. 

True, both for Israel and Egypt, Taba has a purely bilateral 
significance. It has kept, so the Egyptians insist, the peace cool. 
And whether justified or not. Cairo has inflated this little speck 
of land to a problem of such proportions that it looms large in 
the Egyptian mind. Israel, for its part, justifiably anxious about 
Egyptian intentions and justifiably concerned, as a small 
. cramped country inevitably is, about losing access to a prime 
recreational site, cannot easily find merit in Egypt’s insistence, 
especially after the surrender of all the vast expanses and 
resources of Sinai. 

But there is more to the issue than that. Resolution of the 
Taba issue, or more precisely resolution of the manner in which 
the question would be adjudicated, would free President 
Mubarak not only for a meeting with Mr. Peres, for intensified 
bilateral relations, but also for a more active role in promoting 
the general peace process that was envisaged by the Camp 
David- agreements. 

However, since this process would then embrace the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip, this is precisely an outcome that the 
Likud ministers in the cabinet devoutly hope to prevent. Taba 
for them is not simply a bilateral, Israel-Egypt, issue, but rather 
a wall of defence against any negotiations about the future of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza . 

Thus by magnifying the importance of Taba, Egypt and the 
Likud have, paradoxically, linked hands. 

But that link, and that wall to consideration of Israel’s 
eastern border, have not proved impregnable. King Hussein, 
with U.S. support, has seen to that. His overtures to Washing- 
ton, his assurances that there is today a basis for negotiation, 
have led the U.S.. including Secretary of State George Schultz 
in whom the entire Israel government, including the Likud, 
have great confidence, to a determination to test these pros- 
pects. 

That determination is echoed on the Israeli side by the 
Labour component of the government, and especially the 
prime minister. Yet, since the Camp David agreements and the 
coalition agreement both give place for negotiations with 
Jordan, the Likud cannot legitimately reject the careful di- 
plomatic reconnaissance game which the U.S., Israel and 
Jordan have been playing until now. The benefits of power and 
office need not be sacrificed for shadows of reality. Instead the 
Likud prefers to man the levers which enable it to throttle the 
diplomatic process. Taba is such a key lever. 

Nor does Labour wish to have a government crisis on its 
hands deriving merely from the shadows rather than the 
substance of diplomacy. • - • 

However, in the end the limits of the pushes and pulls inside 
the Israel cabinet will depend upon the possibility erf g gmfirarit 
progress towards negotiations. And in large part Israel, be- 
cause of the division in the cabinet has transferred that 
judgment to the U.S. It is in Washington therefore, and not . 
simply in Jerusalem, that the future of the unity government 
will be decided.

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THE DEPARTMENT (as opposed 
to the Public Council) of Religious 
Education in the Education Ministry 
opposes friendly meetings between 
Arab and Jewish pupils.

The Orthodox are up in. aims 
against the construction of a Mor- 
mon university branch on Mount 
Scopus. The Mormons promise they 
will not do missionary work: the 
Orthodox don’t trust them. 

Trust them to do what? To refrain 
from arguing with Jews about reli- 
gion: to refrain from polemics. Why 
should the Jews fear polemics? They 
did not abandon their faith under 
persecution over the ages. 

They did not fear to defend their 
belief in public disputations, starting 
with Julian Martyr’s debate with the 
Jew Tiyphon in Bar-Kochba's time, 
through the arguments between 
apostate Jews (speaking for Christ- 
ianity) and men like Yeheii Ben- 
Yosef, Nachmanides and Joseph 
Albo. right up to the exchange in our 
times between Karl Ludwig Schmidt 
and Martin Buber. 

All these dissertations Were held 
in foreign lands or under foreign 
domination; yet the Jews were nor 
afraid. Do thev cower todav from a

confrontation inside the newly res- 
tored Jewish state with foreign so- 
journers who are subject, while in 
this country, to Israeli law? 


WE IN ISRAEL belong not only to 
the Jewish people but also to the 
human race. All nations have contri- 
buted to the build-up of civilization. 
If we talk of Western civilization, its 
creators comprise men like Socrates. 
Aristotle and Plato from Greece. 
Augustine from North Africa. 
Aquinas and Galileo from Italy. 
Copernicus from Poland. John 
Locke and Isaac Newton from Eng- 
land. Descartes from France. Leib- 
nitz and Kant from Germany, the 
Jew Spinoza from Holland: and the 
list is endless. 

All that evolving culture, includ- 
ing philosophy, science, medicine, 
the concepts of freedom and demo- 
cracy and the mechanical technology 
which has transformed the material 
world around us. belongs to the 
Jewish people as it belongs to the 
other nations. 

Our biblical and talmudic heritage 
is part of the growth of human know- 
ledge. has enriched it and been en- 
riched by it. We are active partners 
with the rest of humanity in the 
evolution of ideas. 

Judaism must respond to the chal- 
lenge -of development: and it did. 


vividly and brilliantly, until the ghet- 
tos took hold, at which point Jewish' 
Orthodoxy began to ossify. 

The Orthodox establishment m 
Israel today propound obscurantist 
precepts, which deviate from the 
true spirit of -Judaism. During our 
Golden Age in the 11th and 12th 
centuries. Jewish thinkers were wide 
open to outside influences. Tbn 
Gabirol introduced Graeco-Arabic 
philosophies to medieval Christian 
circles. Maimonides was a disciple of 
Aristotle. Their writings were source 
material to Christians as well as 
Jews. 

In Poland and Eastern Europe 
more recently Judaism gradually 
closed in on itself. Steeped in pover- 
ty and reduced to a lower status in 
society, the Jews abandoned crea- 
tive thinking and took refuge in 
preserving what they had. 

They cut themselves off from the 
outside world and adopted a life 
(linguistic, sartorial, culinary, even 
occupational) designed to" sever 
them from all contact with "the 
goyim." that is. with the Test of 
humanity. 


go up and down slowly and per- 
manently throughout the Sabbath: 
self-extinguishing electric lights: im- 
itation milk that can .be drunk with 
one’s coffee after meat: and other 
devices intended to reconcile mod- 
ern living with a. rigid and unchang- 
ing code of ancient regulations. 

The Jewish religious community in 
the Western Diaspora is reformist 
and deviationist. even in the Ortho- 
dox fold.

AT THAT point Judaism started to 
stultify. It acquired the characteris- 
tics of an inbred, ritualistic cult, with 
absurd rulings that reveal an obses- 
sional conservatism: elevators which 


astronomy. 

The Orthodox establishment in 
Israel is. on the contrary, rigid in its 
fundamentalism. Having opted out 
of world civilization (which they dub 
contemptuously as ’*Hellenism") 
they shrink into a narrow and insular 
separatism. The Zionists created in 
Israel an open, society, devoted to 
intellectual freedom, eager to learn, 
thirsting for debate, hospitable to 
visitors, of all creeds and to exposi- 
tors of all philosophies. 

The Orthodox want to close the 
gates, surround Israel with an im- 
penetrable wall, convert the country 
once more into one big. self- 


sufficient ghetto, on the pattern of 
the small enclosed shied communi- 
ties that dotted Eastern Europe be- 
fore World War Two. 

The rabbis who dominate Israel’s 
.religious scene : do not pore over 
foreign books, listen to foreign 
music, study, foreign cultures, see 
foreign plays or for that matter con- 
verse with foreigners. They consider 
all ideas from abroad alien. The 
outside world is not part of out 
Jewish way of life, they maintain. It 
is a world of strangers, heretical and 
potentially infectious 

The striking aspect of their standi* 
their loss of confidence. In the peak 
periods of our history, we were 
buoyed up by out faith. It is the 
gentile who "should be scared of 
cross-questionings, we thought, be- 
cause we cany the truth, and the 
truth will prevail against him. 

Our rabbinical leaders today are 
defeatist. They are sure that in any 
ideological clash between Jew and 
gentile, the Jew will lose out. They 
dread the Christian missionary be- 
cause they are afraid he will make 
inroads into Jewish ranks. 

They do not want Jewish children . 
to meet up with Arab children, be- 
cause our youngsters might discover 
that people outside the ghetto, are 
also human, that they too hate 
ideas, beliefs and relationships, 
different from those prescribed in. 
Use Talmud. 

The Jewish children might start 
asking questions, and that would he 
fatal. Orthodox Judaism in Israel has 
become a doctrinal system in which 
one no longer asks questions - other 
than the permitted ones.

IN AN informative article. "The 
German Question” (The Jerusalem 
Post, August 5). C.C. Aronsfeld 
seemed to imply a new dissatisfac- 
tion with the post-war status quo in 
the Federal Republic of Germany. 
"A ghost is about in Europe.” he 
wrote, and when we link “dissatis- 
faction with the status- quo" and 
“Germans," the implications are in- 
deed ominous. 

But several facts must be put 
straight. The Federal Republic has 
never accepted the post war status 
quo as permanent. The small town of 
Bonn was chosen in 1949 as the 
republic's capital, rather than the 
city of Frankfurt, to symbolize the 
fact that there could be no replace- 
ment for Berlin as the capital of 
Germany. The West Germans gave 
themselves, also- in 1949. a "basic 
law" rather than a constitution (with 
the fell blessing of the Western 
allies), because the constitution was 
to be reserved for the united Ger- 
many. 

Konrad Adenauer's Osrpolink. 
better known as the Hallstein Doc- 
trine. did eveiything possible to pre- 
vent third states from recognizing 


Second look at Germany

■the “other Germany,” while the 
agreements the Federal Republic 


signed with the East European stares 
at the end of the ’60s and in the early 
70s, otherwise known as Brandt's 
Ostpolink, were worded to make it 
quite clear that the Bonn govern- 
ment considered the German ques- 
tion open, though it undertook not 
to change the status quo unilaterally 
but only within the framework of an 
overall European settlement. Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl has only reiter- 
ated this position; be did not invent 
It. 

Since the two Gennanys joined 
the UN in 1973, the representatives 


of the Federal Republic have con- 
stantly spoken of the "German right 
to self-determination.” which is 
another way of saying "the right of 
the two German states (some would 
say thiee. adding Austria) to 
reunite." In fact, when in 1974 the 
chief German delegate to the UN. 
Baron von Wechmar. was the first 
West European to speak in the 
General Assembly of "the Palesti- 
nian right to self-determination.” he 
explained his government's position 
by saying that Germany could not 
call for German self-determination 
and not recognize the right of other 
nations to the same. 

It is interesting how. since 1973. 
the Federal Republic has projected 
its policy on the German question to 
the Middle East. Numerous German 
statements have emphasized that the 
Federal Republic is not opposed in 
principle to boundary changes in the 
Middle East, as long as this will be 
the result of an overall settlement in 
which all parties concerned partici- 
pate. Israel, it has been argued, has 
no more right than Germany to 
change boundaries through unilater- 
al action. 


THE IDEA of a neutral or non- 
aligned united Germany is also not 
new. In the early '50s. as Adenauer 
tied West Germany to France and 
Western Europe on the one hand 
and the U.S. and the Atlantic 


Alliance on the other. Kurt Schu- 
macher. then the leader of the Social 
Democrats, opposed Adenauer’s 
policy. He argued that it blocked the 
prospects for a reunited neutral Ger- 
many. What Schumacher did not real- 
ize m the early ‘50s. and what the 
Germans who propagate the same 
idea today stilj fail to realize, is that a 
neutral or non-aligned united Ger- 
many is simply not an option the 
Germans have. 

The main (though not the only) 
reason why this is so is that the Soviet 
Union wilf not have it. Proof that the 
present Soviet leaders are as wary of 
a reunited Germany as Stalin was 
supplied last year.' when die two 
Gennanys seemed to be wanning 
up to each other. Moscow uncere- 
moniously put its boot down. 

There is no prospect of the Soviet 
Union (or France, or Poland or any 
other state that has suffered from 
German aggression for that matter) 
changing its mind on this subject in 
the foreseeable future. And what 
about the organizations of expel- 
lees? 

After World War II the Federal 
Republic absorbed ^million Ger- 
mans. who had been expelled from 
eastern and central Europe or who 
had escaped from the German 
Democratic Republic. Several of the 
agreements signed by the Federal 
Republic with the Communist bloc 
states included clauses regarding the 


repatriation of "ethnic Germans” - 
not from the Federal Republic to the 
east, but the other way Ground! The 
percentage of expellees with authen- 
tic irredentist and revanchist senti- 
ments is probably no more than 1 of 
the 13 million and their offspring - 
and the number is constantly declin- 
ing - though there are still enough of 
them for Helmut Kohl and other 
politicians to address, not so much 
out of sympathy, as for electoral 
reasons. 

However, much pf the unrest and 
dissatisfaction with the status quo 
among younger Germans today has 
nothing whatsoever to do with their 
being German or with die diluted 
German heritage they have inher- 
ited. A young German Looking 
around trim today sees the two Ger- 
manys-. stockpiled with nuclear 


SO. the status quo is not very appeal- 
ing. and even if you are not bur- 
dened with dreams of past German 
glory and do not perceive of yourself 
as “Siegfried in chains." there are 
plenty of reasons for dissatisfaction 
and unrest. Such dissatisfaction and 
unrest are not unique to West Ger- 
many today. They are to be found all 
over western Europe and manifest 
themselves in such chauvinistic out- 
bursts as the recent European Cup 
game m which British fans went out 
on a rampage. Had the football fans 
been German, the press would have 
been full of articles warning against 
the “German menace.” But there is 
no more an immediate German 
menace in Europe today than there 
is a British menace, though there is a 
troubled German society, as there is 
a troubled British one. 


weapons , with Ivan’s finger close to 
the button that could let one lot off 


the button that could let one lot off, 
and a cowboy with a highly simplistic 
view of the world controlling the 
other. He sees the forests of Ger- 
many dying of pollution. He sees 
mass unemployment around him, 
and might himself be unemployed. 
West Europe as such is going no- 
where. Dreams of the customs union 
established by the six in l958 de- 
veloping into true economic integra- 
tion and spillingover into the politic- 
al and military spheres died long 
before the six turned into foe nine 
and then into 10, 11, 12.... 


Yes, within this troubled society 
there are disturbing ideas and books 
floating around. But for every book 
or article that Aronsfeld quoted, in 
his article, one could quote a dozen 
others to prove that the Germans are 
trying to understand and come to 
terms with their own history, and to 
draw the correct lessons from it. 
while seeking solutions to the prob- 
lems they face within the framework 
of their objective limitations and real 
options. 


Today, reuniting Germany and 
changing foe European status qno 
are.not options the Germans have; 
and the overwhelming majority of 
Germans know it. When analysing 
international political situations, 
one must distinguish between heart 
desires and realpolitik. This applies 
to foe Arab-Israeli conflict as well.

HEALTH AND FEAR 


THE SAPPER-PHOTOGRAPHER AFFAIR 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - The accusation by Health 
Ministry Director General Dan 
Michael! (“PLO blamed for Hospice 
protests" - July 30) that the PLO is 
behind community opposition to the 
Hospice closure, beyond being un- 
convincing, appears to be an hyster- 
ical reconstruction of a sane com- 
munity response to state interven- 
tion in public-health care. The spec- 
tre of foe PLO was similarly brought 
in by state officials not long ago to 
account for a public health issue: foe 
mass illness among West Bank 
school girls in Spring 1983. 

Beyond foe dehumanization in- 
volved in this play on fear, which 
denies a community the possibility 
of genuinely expressing distress, let 
alone concern with foe social context 
and technological form of health 
care, there lies a structural disregard 
for community needs and its involve- 
ment in shaping social services when 
development plans are designed for 
potential settlers rather than for an 
existing public. 

Dr. Michaeli failed to relate to a 
basic meaning of the opposition of 
foe Old City Palestinian population 
to foe closure of foeir only commun- 
ity hospital, just as he didn’t take 
seriously the objections of the Jew- 
ish Orthodox inhabitants of Bnai 
Brak to the closure of their 
community-controlled psychiatric 
hospital. Instead of considering the 
possibility that these c omm unity pro- 


tests were part of a modem struggle 
for democratization of health care, a 
call for greater local access to and 
control over health programmes, a 
demand worthy of emulation by foe 
public at large, he dismissed foe out- 
cry as traditional communities' re- 
sistance to and fear of modem medi- 
cine. 


In the case of the Hospice, it is not 
in the least bit clear that this is an 
instance of fear of modem medicine. 
It is curious that foe other, undeni- 
able reasons for fear were not even 
expressed: Arab patients whose 
basic health needs could so readily 
be subordinated to political ex- 
pediency have reason to fear remov- 
al from their community to a Jewish 
hospital where foeir looks, lan- 
guage, dress and behaviour brand 
them as security risks and agents of 
disease. 


In a setting of perpetual conflict 
engendering mutual distrust, fear is 
real and often well-grounded. The 
attempted pogrom against hospital- 
ized Arab patients by members of 
foe fear-stricken Jewish community 
of Afula is a chilling sign that we 
cannot afford to delay seeking new 
ways of understanding and dealing 
with foe causes of social tension in a 
state defined as Jewish, whereas the 
countty is not inhabited by Jews 
alone.

CLEAR AND PRESENT DANGER

Sir, -The other day, Meir Kahane 
brought his obscenities to Tivon. I 
attended foe rally out of curiosity, 
and stayed to heckle. The police, 
ostensibly in concern for my safety, 
insisted that I not point out vocally 
that foe “Zionism" that brought 
Kahane here may have been influ- 
enced by a desire to leave the juris- 
diction of a U.S. court. 

The police did this because of the 
evident pro- Kahane feeling of foe 
audience, as evinced by shoving and 
abusing me verbally. More of foe 
flavour: listeners loved his innuendo 
about why Arabs go to beaches in 
summer ("to look for Jewish girls”). 
I am old enough to have heard on 
radio and seen in newsreels, from 
the safety of the U.S., the speeches of 
Adolf Hitler in foe 1930s; the 
atmosphere in Tivon was fright- 


eningly similar to what I remember, 
lacking only the expensive Nazi 
panoply. It made my flesh crawl. 

That this garbage found a ready 
market makes me ashamed of my 
town, and fearful for foe results of 
the next election; it also makes me 
wonder what we have learned from 
foe Holocaust. The man is now a 
‘‘dear and present danger.’’ A way 
ipust be found to deal with him while 
there is yet time. 

After my experience. I also have 
little faith in the ability of the voters 
to evaluate demagogues. It isn't hard 
then to envision a day in which those 
who so fear Arik Sharon, whom 
Kahane puts in the shade, may yet 
remember him fondly. When thar 
happens. I (20 years a proud Israeli 
citizen) will become a refugee.

Sir. - With reference to the 
sapper-photographer affair, I won- 
der if somebody can be beatep for 
two to three hours, as Mr. Ifraeh 
claimed he was, and display (as he 
did in such dramatic fashion) only 
bruises on his underarms - bruises, 
incidentally, totally consistent with 
having been forcibly arrested by the 
sapper in the standard universal 
police "come-along" grip, some- 
thing the sapper acknowledged 
doing from the beginning when Mr. 
Israeli resisted arrest. Can some- 
body be beaten for two to three 
hours, be dragged by his heels down 
a flight of stairs (uncarpeted), be 
trampled upon - as Mr. Israeli re- 
ported was done to him - and not be 
able to display broken bones, swol- 
len face, cut lips, fractured nose, 
black eyes, etc.? 

The generally accepted opinion is 
that the fact tbat somebody refuses 
foe lie-detector test is not to be 
regarded as determinative of the 
truth or falsity of his statements. 
However, under the circumstances, 
in view of the fact that Mr. Israeli 
used the influence of his association 
with the press and his contacts with 
officialdom in the Police Depart- 
ment. didn't he owe it to the public 
to undergo a lie=detector test? (Mr. 
Israeli claims he refused the test on 
the advice of his lawyer. I remark, 
parenthetically, that under the cir- 
cumstances as revealed subsequent- 
ly by the investigators' report, it was 
excellent advice which Mr. Israeli 
wisely heeded.) Why didn't The 
Jerusalem Post (and the Hebrew 
press as well) give more prominence 
to the fact that the sapper did, in 
fact, undergo foe test and passed it, 
while Mr. Israeli refused? One won- 
ders how the press would have re- 
ported it had foe sapper refused. The 
press reported that foe police inves- 


tigation's final determination was 
that Mr. Israeli's version was “in- 
accurate" - a euphemism for 
“lying," perhaps? 

I have known the.sapper involved 
since the day be was born. He is an 
intelligent, calm, committed, sensi- 
tive young man of 27, a university 
graduate, who, after his army ser- 
vice, volunteered to do a highly 
dangerous, nerve-wracking job in 
foe Police Department, and who in 
bis two and a half years on the job 
bad never before felt impelled to 
make an arrest of anybody interfer- 
ing with his work as a sapper. 
Perbaps, this gives some sense of foe 


nature, magnitude, and gravity of 
Mi\ Israeli's povocation and' in- 
terference that led to foe ahest. 

Mr. Israeli has a lot to answer for: 
he misused his colleagues on various 
newspapers and his contacts on va- 
rious levels, and abused his position 
as a reporter/photographer to extri- 
cate himself from the embarrasse- 
ment of police arrest. He ought not 
to go uncensured. The issue of police 
brutality where it might exist is too 
important a matter for somebody to 
play with to solve his personal prob- 
lem. ■
